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Marathon man Karl prepares for Everest challenge 


A FORMER Tipton soldier who overcame burns in 
the Iraq war is preparing to climb Mount Everest 
and he hopes to be an Olympic torch bearer. 

Karl Hinett will be joining other injured service¬ 
men and women as part of the Walking with the 
Wounded challenge. The 24-year-old goes to the 
Himalayas for seven weeks of final training. 

He hopes to complete the climb next year. 

The preparations come in the same year as the 24- 
year-old completes 52 marathons in aid of the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham. 

He is raising money for the hospital which treated 


him when he was injured six years ago. Walking 
with the Wounded was established in 2010 to raise 
funds to re-train wounded servicemen and women. 

Writing on his Facebook page, Karl Hinett’s 2011 
Marathon challenge, he wrote: “All set for the 
Himalayas. Updates will now be rare, if not at all for 
the next seven weeks.” 

Karl, who lives in Hall Lane, has already raised 
thousands of pounds through his marathon 
fundraiser. He is funding the challenge using his 
Army pension. 

The effort started in Zurich, Switzerland, on New 


Year’s Day and he has 35 under his belt, the latest 
being in Helsinki. Karl was badly wounded while 
serving in Iraq and a picture of him on fire on his 
tank was beamed across the world. 

Writing on his Facebook page, he said: “I am hon¬ 
oured to have been accepted via email onto the next 
stage of the Olympic torch relay, where my story is 
being reviewed by the London 2012 Organising 
Committee. I will find out December if I’m to carry 
the Olympic torch.”

Acting Det Ch Insp 
Wayne Jones, who is 
leading the investigation, 
said: “The motivation for 
the attack is still not clear. 

Baboi, who is also known 
as Jildow, is from Romania 
and has connections to Lon¬ 
don and West Bromwich. He 
is not thought to have been 
in the country for long. 

He had been living in Izon 
Street, and police raided a 
house there last Wednes¬ 
day. 

Mr Jones appealed for 
anyone who had seen him to 
get in touch. Anyone with

Regulars save 
beer garden 
despite protest 

A ROWLEY Regis pub has been allowed 
to keep its beer garden. Planning chiefs 
granted retrospective permission after 216 
of the pub’s customers signed a petition in 
support of it. 

The Old Bush Revived, in Powke Lane, 
was given the permission despite objections 
from two residents. Ward Councillor Mary 
Docker presented the objections saying one 
neighbour complained of “noise pollution, 
and cigarette ends and crisp packets 
thrown in their garden”. 

The committee heard that new owners 
were told they did not need planning per¬ 
mission for the garden and invested money 
in its renovation, before being told that offi¬ 
cers had made a mistake. 

Louise Carroll, who ran The Fountain 
Inn, Tipton for 10 years, bought the Old 
Bush Revived in April last year after it had 
been empty for three years. She told the 
committee customers had supported the 
beer garden by signing their names on a 
petition. 

Councillor Bob Price, who sits on the 
planning committee, dismissed as unlikely 
suggestions that noise was excessive, as the 
neighbours on either side of the pub had not 
objected to the beer garden. 


“We have built on that success of 
that and some of the children have 
come back to do their GCSE with us. 

“The sessions started at the end of 
October for two hours a week and he joined 
us. “Aarondeep was referred to us and only 
studied for a few sessions. 

“We had 13 pupils sitting the exam, some 
of our pupils, some from other primary 
schools and some who used to come to our 
school but have now moved on to secondary 
school. 

“The youngest was Aarondeep who is 
seven and the oldest was 13. They all 
achieved a grade C.” 

Mrs Long added: “It is phenomenal, I 
couldn’t believe that they would get those 
results. If they can get Cs now, just imagine 
what they will be capable of in the future. 
They have achieved these results through 
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after school and working with their parents 
and it is such a commitment from them — it 
is what has made it a success. 

“Hopefully if we can get some funding we 
would like to do the higher level of maths 
next year.” 

Aarondeep’s father, Harbinder Singh, 
aged 45, a science teacher at Bristnall Hall 
Technology College, was delighted 

Mr Singh, who is married to Harpreet 
Kaur, aged 30, and has another son, six- 
year-old Kirandeep, said: “I noticed from 
about the age of about four when I started 
doing some basic maths with him at home 
and he knew the answers really quickly. 

“We are not pushy parents, I like to 
believe he is well rounded.”

Asda is to set up 
shop at pub site 

ASDA has won permission to build a new 
store, creating 30 jobs, at the site of a 
former Oldbury pub which has been demol¬ 
ished.

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Staff moves prompt 
Council House refit 
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Model railway in 
gallery exhibition 

AMODEL railway goes on display at 
Wednesbury Museum and Gallery 
today Thursday. Working in partner¬ 
ship with the West Bromwich Rail 
Model Club, it will take pride of place 
in the family room and toy gallery. 

The train will provide an interactive 
game for visitors of all ages to the Holy- 
head Road gallery until Saturday 
between 2pm to 5pm. 


THE headquarters of Sandwell Council is undergoing a refit 
costing hundreds of thousands of pounds to cope with an influx 
of around 900 workers. It is part of the authority’s office accom¬ 
modation strategy, under which bosses are relocating workers 
to fewer properties to save money. 

The council needs to save £75 million by 2015. The scheme will even¬ 
tually see around 1,300 staff based at the Council House in Freeth 
Street, Oldbury, with every 10 workers sharing six or seven desks. 

To cope with extra employees at 
Freeth Street a canteen is being con¬ 
verted into office space. J & S Seddon 
Building in Stoke-on-Trent won a con¬ 
tract worth £229,150 for the project. 

Councillor Steve Eling, the 
borough’s finance chief, said: “The 
office space is being reconfigured to fit 
more people in. 

“The main part of the job is to 
replace a canteen on the third floor and 
we’re converting that into offices, 
removing the kitchen and knocking 
out some walls. 

“There is also some break-out space 
being built. The office accommodation 
strategy will save money for frontline 
services.” 

As part of the strategy workers will 
move out of four West Bromwich sites 
by Christmas. The sites, Shaftesbury 
House, Development House, Environ¬ 
ment House and Intersection House, 
are rented by the local authority. 

Plans 


£199,000 is to 
be spent on 
trauma nurses 


ALMOST £200,000 will be spent 
hiring new nurses to staff the trauma 
unit at Sandwell Hospital. 

The measures are set to be approved 
by Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospital’s NHS Trust Board on today, 
Thursday 

A report to be considered by the 
board states that in 2009 the trust’s 
orthopaedic service was reconfigured 
to develop a 61-bed trauma unit. It 
states: “The nurse staffing establish¬ 
ment was set according to per¬ 
ceived/anticipated patient and service 
needs. 

“Subsequently it has become appar¬ 
ent that these staffing numbers are 
insufficient to deliver high quality 
patient care as the actual level of 
patient dependency is above the level 
predicted at the time of reconfigura¬ 
tion on the trauma site.” 

It is now proposed to spend £199,410 
to hire the working time equivalent of 
6.69 members of staff on a permanent 
basis. 


College applications rise 


APPLICATIONS to Sandwell Coll¬ 
ege have rocketed by 50 per cent ahead 
of its move into a new building next 
year. Bosses say thousands more stu¬ 
dents have applied for courses than 12 
months ago, with apprenticeships 
proving particularly popular. 

Last year 2,500 students attended 
courses and this year’s figure is likely 
to be well in excess of 3,000. Exact 
numbers of applications are not avail¬ 


able but officials estimate numbers 
are 50 per cent up on last year. 

Vice-principal Scott Upton said: 
“The response ahead of the new aca¬ 
demic year has been absolutely fantas¬ 
tic which is in no small way down to 
the superb new building we are 
preparing to move into. 

“As well as this we have introduced 
free bus travel across the West Mid¬ 
lands for 16-18-year-olds.” 


The first stage of the move has seen 
revenues and benefits officers move 
from Intersection House, near Junc¬ 
tion 1 of the M5, to Freeth Street. 

About 900 workers will move to 
Freeth Street, the £6 million newly- 
opened Jack Judge House, and 
Wellman Building in Oldbury. All are 
owned by the council. 

Transform Sandwell staff will move 
from the Council House and other 
offices to the new BT Regional Busi¬ 
ness Centre, off theA41. 

There are also plans to move 
housing officers from Smethwick 
Council House to Oldbury to work with 
planning officers who are also relocat- 
ing. 

Sharing desks is expected to save 
around £3.5 million. 

It will be brought in when 400 staff 
move into the new BT building, part of 
the £75 million Providence Place 
project in West Bromwich.

It has 
won approval from planning chiefs. 

The estate would tie in with plans on 
an adjacent site for 21 homes. 

Halesowen-Based A and J Mucklow 
owns the site as well as the adjacent 
land. 

The land was where the one-time 
home of Black Country industrialists 
the Bassano family once stood. 

The site of the former Victorian 
house was razed to the ground in 2007 
and has permission for six apartments 
and 15 houses to be built on it. 

Depend 

It had been used as offices for A and 
J Mucklow. David Folkes, director of A 
and J Mucklow, said development 
would go ahead once the housing 
market improved. 

He added: “There are two pieces of 
land with separate planning permis¬ 
sions for homes. 

“The building will be done by devel¬ 
opers over the next one or two years I 
would think, but again that will 
depend on the state of the housing 
market. 

“It’s previously undeveloped land 
and will be sold off to whichever devel¬ 
oper comes forward, as will the former 
Mucklow offices.” 

Officers gave plans the go ahead, 
saying this “attractive development in 
this profile location” tied in with the 
area’s regeneration plans.

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Family told wife was dying during visit 


A WOMAN’S family were told she was taking 
her final breaths when they arrived during visi¬ 
tors’ hours at hospital, an inquest heard. 

Norma Rudge died at Sandwell Hospital on April 26 
after her kidneys failed. This was due to a malignant 
tumour in her pelvis. 

Pathologist Dr Sohail Muzaffar said the 59-year-old, 
of Toll End Road, Tipton, was also suffering from breast 
cancer, which was previously undiagnosed. 

Her husband, Robert Rudge, told an inquest into her 
death last week that nurses called him to ask if anyone 
was due to visit her at hospital on the day she died. 


Smethwick Coroner’s Court heard the family were 
waiting 40 minutes before a nurse told them Mrs 
Rudge’s condition had deteriorated rapidly overnight 
and doctors confirmed she was taking her dying 
breaths. Retired post office clerk Mr Rudge told the 
hearing: “Nurses said she took a turn for the worst and 
said she’s having her last breaths.” 

Concerns 

Mr Rudge, aged 53, said he had a number of concerns 
about his wife’s care before she passed away. 

Retired Dudley Council transport worker Ralph 
Nock, Mrs Rudge’s brother-in-law, of Oakley Avenue, 


Tipton, added: “There were dirty tissues and body 
fluids on the floor. When the curtains were pulled 
around her bed, and we were trying to say goodbye, the 
patient in the next bed had visitors.” 

Black Country coroner Robin Balmain recorded the 
medical cause of death as a large malignant pelvic 
carcenoma which led to kidney failure and a verdict of 
a death by natural causes. 

Speaking after the hearing, Mr Rudge said a com¬ 
plaint was pending with Sandwell Hospital bosses. 

Jeanette Lunt, spokeswoman for Sandwell and West 
Birmingham NHS Trust, confirmed a complaint had 
been received and was being investigated. 



Driver who 
jumped rail 
barrier fined 


A WOMAN who sped across one of 
the most notorious level crossings in 
the Black Country on a police aware¬ 
ness day there has been fined and 
given three penalty points. 

Shamilla Akhtar, of Vicarage Street, 
Oldbury pleaded guilty by post to 
accelerating under barriers at Langley 
level crossing on June 9. 

Sandwell Magistrates Court heard 
last week police had been conducting 
an awareness day on the dangers of the 
level crossing and the 27-year-old 
braked as the lights turned red before 
changing her mind and speeding under 
the barriers seconds before they fell. 

Mrs Rachael Smith, prosecuting, 
said: “It was at 8.40am when the lights 
at the level crossing came on. Officers 
saw a silver Vauxhall Corsa stop at the 
line before the crossing. 

“The lights were flashing red, the 
barriers had not yet come down and 
police said they saw the car accelerate 
suddenly under the barrier.” The offi¬ 
cers pursued the driver and stopped 
her and asked why she did this. 

“She said they don’t normally go 
down that fast.” 

Passing sentence, bench chairman 
Tarseem Sidhu said magistrates took 
into account the early guilty plea. 

Akhtar was fined £55, ordered to pay 
£85 prosecution costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge and had her licence 
endorsed with three penalty points.

Inquest 
on former 
soldier 


A FORMER military 
policeman from Oldbury 
who came back from a trip 
to India subdued and and 
suffering abdominal pains 
died from brain shrinkage 
during old age, an inquest 
heard. 

Chatter Singh, a 90-year- 
old widower from Borough 
Crescent, returned from 
India on September 28 last 
year and his family told an 
inquest at Smethwick 
Coroner’s Court he did not 
seem himself. 

The former military 
policeman, who served in 
Hong Kong, was admitted to 
Sandwell Hospital in Feb¬ 
ruary with a suspected 
urinary tract infection but a 
scan revealed he had suf¬ 
fered brain shrinkage. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain recorded a 
verdict of death by natural 


RSPCA officers have welcomed sentences for two women who 
“systematically” drowned four cats in a bath in a Sandwell flat. 
Samantha Browning and Sophie Bird were last week each 
handed an 18-week suspended sentence after carrying out the 
cruel act in a flat in Greenlawns off St Marks Road, Tipton. 

Browning and Bird were both banned from keeping animals for 10 
years when they were sentenced for the crime at Sandwell Magistrates 
Court. They were also ordered to do 180 hours unpaid work and were 
made subject to a two-year-supervision order. 

Magistrates also ordered 
the defendants to pay £483 
costs each to cover the 
RSPCA’s investigation bill. 

Calie Rydings, from the 
RSPCA, said: “The key 
thing is they have been ban¬ 
ned from keeping animals. 

“The sentences send out a 
clear message people who 
behave like this should not 
have access to animals.” 

The court heard 21-year- 
old metal sorter Browning, 
of Mason Street, West 
Bromwich, held the cats 
under the water after job¬ 
less 18-year-old Bird, who 
now lives in Gammage 
Street, Dudley, filled the 
bath. 

Browning admitted caus¬ 
ing unneccessary suffering 
to a protected animal. 

Mr Nick Sutton, who 
prosecuted both cases, said: 
“As an act of cruelty it is dif¬ 
ficult to imagine one more 
sustained and calculated.” 

Failing 

The court heard Brown¬ 
ing and Bird had returned 
from a party where they 
had been drinking and 
taking drugs, when the 
offences happened some 
time between January 1 
and February 17. 

The deaths came to light 
after a suspicious message 
was written on social 
network Facebook. Bird 
admitted failing to ensure 
the welfare of four cats. 

Mr Jim Cooper, defending 
her, said: “She takes full res¬ 
ponsibility and is ashamed 
and remorseful. She was 17 
at the time living hand to 
mouth with no income. 

“She played no part in the 
physical act because she 
could not face doing it but 
saw it as a way out of her 
predicament and she 
accepts she is equally culpa¬ 
ble.” 


£800,000 cost 
of legal battle 


A LEGAL battle sparked 
by the scrapping of the 
Building Schools for the 
Future scheme cost the Gov¬ 
ernment more than 
£800,000 of taxpayers’ 
money new figures have 
revealed. 

The decision by Educa¬ 
tion Secretary Michael 
Gove saw £138 million of 
projects shelved in 
Sandwell, . 

The Department for Edu¬ 
cation spent hundreds of 
thousands of pounds on the 
legal costs of six councils 
which successfully chal¬ 
lenged its decision to axe the 
schools rebuilding pro¬ 
gramme. 

This included £165,000 
on Sandwell’s legal bill. 

The figures obtained by 
the borough council were 
released under the Freedom 
of Information Act. 

The bill of £808,000 


includes the Government’s 
own external legal costs. 

However, it does not 
include those of Luton and 
Waltham Forest councils, 
which were unavailable at 
the time of the request for 
information, meaning it is 
eventually likely to top 
£1 million. 

And it could climb even 
higher as Sandwell consid¬ 
ers a fresh legal challenge. 

Ruling 

It is accusing the Govern¬ 
ment of failing to abide by 
the court’s ruling to look 
again at the case for each 
school project. 

Sandwell Council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
said: “This bill shows the 
real winners are the 
lawyers, certainly not the 
thousands of children in 
Sandwell taught in crum¬ 
bling schools.” 


Outraged neighbour puts up 
reward to help catch robber 


A PENSIONER from 
Tipton is offering£500 of his 
savings for information 
leading to the conviction of a 
robber who targeted his 
friend. 

James Neale, aged 82, put 
up the reward after his 
neighbour and long-term 
friend Frances Bodin, 84, 
had money stolen from her 
home twice in the space of 
three months. 

In June, the widow was 
going back to her home 
when someone approached 
her from behind, pushed her 
aside, and took £90 from 
inside the property. 

Then, in the latest inci¬ 
dent, just after 6.15pm on 
Sunday August 21, she 
opened the door to another 
man who pushed her to the 
floor and took £20 from 
inside. 

Now her neighbour, 
father-of-one Mr Neale 
hopes the cash reward 
might encourage someone 
to report the latest culprit to 
police. “Whoever did this is 
scum - a coward,” said Mr Neale, a 
retired crane operator. 

“It does not matter about the money. 
I want that person caught. This was a 
vulnerable old lady and it makes me 
angry. They knew exactly what they 
were doing targeting that bungalow.”

Campaign 
finally ends 
problems 
with road 

WORK has started to repair a 
problem road in Sandwell after a 
30-year campaign. 

A stretch of Parkdale Avenue, 
Wednesbury, is getting a new surface 
and paths, new kerbs and extra 
drainage. 

The road was created when homes 
were built decades ago but the council 
never adopted it, meaning there was 
no obligation for the authority to carry 
out repairs.

In 1997 the council even carried out 
work on one side of the road, which was 
adopted, but left the other untouched. 

The work was finally agreed after 
residents of Parkdale Avenue, Church- 
fields Road and Vicarage Road submit¬ 
ted a petition to the borough’s safety 
boss, Councillor Derek Rowley in 
December. 

It was reported the work would cost 
£24,500 but Wednesbury councillor 
Elaine Costigan said last week it 
would cost £17,000. 

She said: “After 30 years of battling 
the start of work is a great success. I 
think the council should be praised for 
adopting this road. 

“People will be able to walk on better 
paths and drive on better roads. It’s 
great news and a great victory for res¬ 
idents.”

FAMILIES on a Wednesbury hous¬ 
ing estate are being kept awake by 
people fishing late at night at a pool 
behind their homes. Councillor Olwen 
Jones has received up to 20 complaints 
from residents on the Golf Links 
estate, just off Woden Road South. 

They have told her people gather at 
Hydes Road pool late at night to fish, 
and that they do not leave until the fol¬ 
lowing morning. And when they go, 
they leave behind a trail of waste. 

Terry Green, aged 69, of Woden 
Road South, said: “A petition has gone 
in to the council because it is such a 
problem. I live opposite the pool and at 


night people are lighting fires and 
fishing. The car lights are flashing all 
night and the noise is terrible. 

“One of the biggest problems is the 
mess they leave. There are no toilets 
there and they are using the land as a 
toilet. It’s disgusting.” 

Nightmare 

Councillor Jones said she would 
speak to Sandwell Council and urge 
police to take immediate action. 

“It has become a nightmare for the 
residents,” she said. “Each night there 
are three or four cars arriving and 
putting up tents to fish. Those people 


who are fishing irresponsibly need to 
be stopped. I would want the local 
authority to make sure those who fish 
at the pool have licences and fish 
responsibly.” 

Residents told Councillor Jones 
that cars arrive as late as midnight 
and that the headlights and noise of 
the vehicles keeps them awake. 

The late-night anglers drink alcohol 
and have barbecues, the residents say. 

Work to install rails to stop drivers 
using the area as a car park have not 
been done. “That is something I will be 
asking the council to put in place as 
soon as possible,” she said

SCHOOLS in Sandwell have 
been celebrating another year 
of record-breaking GCSE 
figures. 

The borough has seen year-on- 
year improvements in results for 
the past decade. 

At Perryfields High School Maths 
and Computing College, Oldbury, 66 
per cent achieved passes in five or more 
subjects including English and maths — 
a jump of two cent on last year. 

There was a 32 per cent A* or A pass 
rate by those taking maths.. Head¬ 
teacher Dai Meredith said: “These 
results are nothing short of being fan¬ 
tastic. Back in 2002 the school was in 
special measures, but since then there 
has been an improvement every year.” 

Sixteen-year-old Perryfield student 
Jumani Robbins achieved 12 A* grades 
and three As. He said: “I wasn’t expect¬ 
ing to do this well. I was predicted some 
of them, but I came out of the exams not 
feeling confident.” 

Fellow pupil Sarah Pugh, aged 16,

She said: “I’m feeling really good. I 
was predicted some good grades, but 
not A*s.” 

Helen Hyde, also 16, from Abberley 
Road, Smethwick, gained nine A*s and 
two As. She said: “I achieved better than 
I thought in some of them.” 

Pupils at Wood Green Academy, 
Wednesbury, saw a 58 per cent pass rate 
at five grades or more from A*-C and a 
79 per cent pass rate of five or more sub¬ 
jects at A*-C grade. 

Massive 

Principal Pank Patel said he was 
delighted with the performances and 
said there were 258 subjects passed 
with A* or A grade. 

George Salter Collegiate Academy, 
Davey Road, West Bromwich, achieved 
a 97 per cent pass rate at five or more 
passes at A*-C grades and a 40 per cent 
rate at five or more passes at A*-C 
including English and maths. 

Principal Mick Green said there had 
been a massive improvement on last 


year. He said: “Considering we have a 
lot of pupils where English is not their 
mother tongue, 76 per cent of pupils 
have already reached level three in 
English which I feel is an impressive 
statistic.” 

At Heathfield Foundation Technol¬ 
ogy College,Cradley Heath, pupils 
gained an 87 per cent pass rate in five or 
more subjects at A*-C grade and a 47 
per cent pass rate in five or more sub¬ 
jects including English and maths, up 
from 42 per cent. 

Acting principal Phillip Weale said: 
“We are overjoyed with the results.” 

At Sandwell Academy in Halfords 
Lane, West Bromwich a record 73 per 
cent of pupils achieved five or more A*- 
C grades including English and maths. 

Alexandra High and Sixth Form 
Centre, Alexandra Road, Tipton, saw a 
10 per cent rise in passes compared to 
last year. 

The school saw 74 per cent of pupils 
gain five or more passes A*-C grade, 
with 49 per cent including English and 
maths. 

Ranging 

At Holly Lodge High School College of 
Science, Holly Lane, Smethwick, the 
pass rate for pupils achieving five or 
more passes, including English and 
maths, was 50 per cent - a rise from 39 
per cent last year. 

Shannon Finn, aged 16, from Smeth¬ 
wick gained two A*s, three As and three 
Bs. She said: “I am really happy. I put a 
lot of work into getting the grades.” 

Fellow pupil Joanna Tomlin, who 
lives in Bartleet Road, Smethwick,was 
also pleased with her grades ranging 
from A to C. 

St Michael’s High, Curral Road, 
Rowley Regis, saw the number of passes 
at five or more A*-C go up from 30 to 48 
per cent, while The Phoenix Collegiate 
went up from 38 to 45 per cent passes at 
five or more A*-C grade and Oldbury 
College of Sport saw their pass rate go 
up from 46 to 56 per cent.

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Dog starved to 
death when it 
was left in cold 


A YOUNG dog died in an “emaci¬ 
ated” state after being left outside in 
wintry conditions and underfed for at 
least a month, a court heard. 

Owner Patrice Raymond led a RSCPA 
animal welfare officer to the remains of the 
one-year-old German shepherd type dog, 
Bronte, when he called at her home in 
Barlow Road, Wednesbury, last December 


Lasserre to the side of her property where 
he found the tan coloured dog. 

He was wrapped in a sheet inside a card¬ 
board box, Walsall Magistrates Court 
heard last week. Mr Lasserre took the dog 
to the vets, who said the animal was in an 
emaciated condition, RSPCA prosecutor 
Gaynor Sutton said. 

“The animal did not have his welfare 
needs met,” she said. “The dog did not have 
an adequate diet for at least 
one month prior to his 
death.” 

Raymond was prosecuted 
for failing to protect the dog 
from pain or suffering, 
failing to provide it with an 
appropriate diet and caus¬ 
ing unnecessary suffering. 

Raymond, who told the 
inspector she put the dog out 
after it had twice bitten her 
son, did not appear at court. 
The case was proved in her 
absence and and a warrant 
was issued for her arrest. 

Wrapped 

The court was told she 
knew the dog had lost 
weight and that it had been 
shivering. Mrs Sutton said: 
“She said she fed the dog 
twice a day or only once if 
she was short of money.” 

Raymond said shortly 
before the dog died she had 
taken the animal inside 
wrapped in a blanket. 

She will be prosecuted for 
failing to protect the dog 
from pain or suffering on 
November 30 last year. 

She will also be sentenced 
for failing to provide the dog 
with an appropriate diet and 
for causing unnecessary suf¬ 
fering.

Noise concerns fail 
to stop homes plan 


THE site of a metal recycling 
firm in Smethwick will be trans¬ 
formed into nearly 200 homes 
despite concerns development 
will endanger the £400,000 
expansion of a neighbouring firm, 
due to create 10 jobs. 

Atlas Metals, of Cranford Street, 
will be turned into 184 homes after 
permission for the scheme was given 
last week. 

The housing scheme will tie in with 
the authority’s Windmill Eye regener¬ 
ation plans and the £370 million 
Midland Metropolitan super hospital 
due to be built in Grove Lane. 

Sandwell Council planning chiefs 
gave the go-ahead despite concerns 
from neighbouring Ash & Lacy, a pre¬ 


cision perforated metal company in 
Alma Street. 

Managing director John Keating 
told the committee the firm, which has 
been in Smethwick since 1954, was 
concerned new neighbours would 
object to noise from engineering 
works. 

Securing 

The firm employs 60 staff and sup¬ 
plies metal for Bentley speaker grills 
and the new Land Rover Evoque 
ranges. It had taken on a handful of 
workers after securing extra work and 
had bigger expansion planned. 

Mr Keating said: “We have bor¬ 
rowed around £400,000 to improve 
capacity and extend production with a 
small press shop. We have unre¬ 


stricted use of our site and we expect 
to further increase the workforce by 
up to 10. We are concerned about the 
damaging effect of houses next to our 
business, with the threats of com¬ 
plaints about noise, so we would ask 
for a buffer to separate our site and the 
development.” 

Keith Fenwick, from Alliance Plan¬ 
ning acting on behalf of Atlas Metals, 
said a noise survey was still due to be 
carried out but said he would resolve 
problems ahead of development. 

Mr Cartmill has plans to relocate 
Atlas Metals, which turns over more 
than £2 million each year, to a smaller 
site in Oldbury or West Bromwich. 

Around four acres of his site are cur¬ 
rently up for let in a bid to pull in 
short-term income.

Plans for former 
pub are refused 


PLANS to breathe new life into a run¬ 
down West Bromwich pub by turning it 
into a restaurant, bar, chip shop and 
meeting rooms have been refused. 

The Queen’s Head, in Stoney Lane, stood 
empty for months and was hit by metal thieves. 

Raj Parekh, who owns the former drinking 
hole, put forward £150,000 proposals to turn it 
into two businesses — a fish and chip shop at the 
back and a restaurant and meeting room at the 
front. 

Concerning 

But Sandwell Council’s planning committee 
rejected plans over concerns of lack of parking 
for the businesses and creating a traffic hazard. 

It said the availability of parking, which is 
currently only on the nearby Sandwell Hospital 
and by permit, was especially concerning. 

A site visit also revealed difficulty for passing 
buses with current levels. Thirteen residents 
also objected. Speaking after the decision, Mr 
Parekh said to revise plans would cost him thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 


ELDERLY people in West 
Bromwich are living in fear 
after back-to-back nights of 
destruction that saw car 
windows smashed and a com¬ 
munal bin set on fire. 

Residents at The Courtyard, in 
Wood Lane, woke up on Thursday 
of last week to find the burnt out 
wreckage of the bin which had 
been targeted by arsonists. 

This followed another night of 
unrest on Monday when two 
cars — one in the grounds of the 
complex and one outside of it - 
had their windows smashed. 
Police said they are investigating 
the incidents. 

“There are a lot of people fright¬ 
ened,” said residents group chair¬ 
man Trevor Mason, aged 70. 

“The complex is for over 55s 
and we can’t understand why we 
have been targeted. 

“People are wondering what 
could be next.” 

The bin, which is kept within 
the grounds of the complex, had 
cans of anti-freeze in it and it is 
thought the culprits could had 
been trying to cause an explosion. 

Mr Mason added: “The fence 


around the car park is wooden so 
if that had gone up in flames — it 
could have spread to cars and 
caused untold damage. 

“They [the offenders] had 
broken the padlock on the car 
park gate.” It is thought the cul¬ 
prits jumped a fence to get into 
the complex. Although there is 
CCTV on site, it is understood the 
cameras failed to record any clear 
images. 

Mr Mason said there had been 
examples of youngsters climbing 
over the fence in the past. One of 
the cars that had its window 
smashed was a Citroen C2 
belonging to grandmother-of-six 
Jen Brettle. 

Cancel 

Mrs Brettle is a driving 
instructor and had to cancel some 
of her lessons. 

Her husband, 66-year-old 
Anthony Brettle said: “We’re very 
angry. We signed up for these 
places because we thought they 
were secure. There are a lot of old 
people living here and it has 
affected them. They are scared.”

Man in court 
over £10,000 
damage at unit

He also pleaded guilty to 
failing to surrender to court 
on August 22 when he 
appeared at Sandwell Mag¬ 
istrates Court last week. 

Swift had a screwdriver, 
rubber gloves and wire 
cutters when he was 
arrested, after he was seen 
breaking into the property 
on CCTV. 

He had stashed metal in a 
wheelie bin with the help of 
an accomplice who cannot 
be named for legal reasons. 


Mrs Rachael Smith, pros¬ 
ecuting, said of Swift: “He 
was seen by a security 
officer on CCTV who called 
police. 

“The owners attended 
and saw metal was taken 
from the suspended ceiling 
between the two-floor prop¬ 
erty and polystyrene 
squares holding metal in 
place were smashed on the 
floor.” 

Mr Jason Georgiou, 
defending, said: “There was 
an element of pre-planning, 
but he has been co-operative 
with police. 

Excuses 

“With regards failing to 
surrender to bail, he makes 
no excuses.” 

Magistrates decided to 
commit the case to Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court for 
sentence on September 19, 
despite representations on 
who caused the damage. 
Swift was remanded into 
custody.

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Attendant 
loses appeal 
on dismissal 


Works begins on land in 
multi-million home scheme 


A TIPTON car park attendant who 
was accused of sleeping while on the 
night shift has lost a compensation 
claim for unfair dismissal on a techni¬ 
cality. 

But Orrin Lee of Princes End, Tipton, 
was awarded £576 for breach of contract at 
Birmingham Employment Tribunal 
against his former employers, National Car 
Parks Ltd. 

The firm’s legal representative told the 
tribunal Mr Lee was sacked for gross mis¬ 
conduct after allegedly sleeping while on 
night duty, being absent without leave and 
not complying with company procedure 
when off sick. 

He also said the firm had not been satis¬ 
fied with Mr Lee’s work performance. 

Mr Lee disputed the accusation of gross 
misconduct and said he should have been 
given a warning instead of being dismissed. 

The tribunal was told that Mr Lee failed 
to attend a disciplinary hearing. 

Tribunal judge Nicky Benson said Mr Lee 
had only been employed from November 
2010 to March 2011 and needed to be 
employed for at least a year to enable his 
claim for unfair dismissal to go ahead. 

“As a result I am striking out your claim 
for unfair dismissal,” Mrs Benson told him. 

“But I am awarding you £576 for breach 
of contract.” 

Mr Lee declined to comment after the 
one-day hearing. 


Pub proposals rejected 


WORK to prepare land in Tipton for the building of a 142-prop¬ 
erty housing scheme is under way, say council bosses. The homes 
are to be built next to a proposed swimming complex as part of a 
multi-million pound facelift of the area. 

Mar City Developments is to build 142 homes on the site at Alexandra 
Road after signing a deal with landowner Sandwell Council. The site prepa¬ 
ration involves soil investigation, earthworks, removing old roads and relo¬ 
cating and replacing sewer pipes that cross the site. The building work is set 
to start next year. The £8.1m swim¬ 
ming complex and housing estate 
will be separated by a mini park. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
member for service improvement, 
Councillor Mahboob Hussain, said: 
“This is a good day for Sandwell in 
general and for Tipton in particular. 
It means a large piece of land right 
next to the new pool will come back 
into use, providing new homes and 
an attractive setting. Mar City has 
an excellent track record in this 
type of redevelopment.” 

The new estate will be next to one 
already built by Redrow Homes and 
continues the regeneration of the 
area for local people. 

Concern was raised during the 
planning process by the Health and 
Safety executive that the develop¬ 
ment was too close to a gas pipeline.

At the meeting in May, Richard 
Cary from the Health and Safety 
Executive said the houses were too 
close to the pipe and there was a

Benefit fraud 
woman could 
lose her home 


A 60-YEAR-OLD Tipton woman may 
have to sell her house after she admit¬ 
ted benefit fraud of £25,526. 

Corinne Bennett, of Station Street, did 
not declare on forms that she was living 
with her husband while she pocketed thou¬ 
sands of pounds over a four-year period. 

She admitted two charges of not declar¬ 
ing a change in circumstances at Sandwell 


Magistrates Court last week. The case was 
committed to crown court where a Proceeds 
of Crime Act application will be made. 

This will call for Bennett to sell her house 
to cover the cost of the fraud. Under the act, 
she cannot be forced to sell her assets but 
the alternative is to spend time in jail in 
default of payment. 

Miss Claire Beddow, prosecuting on 
behalf of the Department of Work and Pen¬ 
sions, said: “The fraud took 
place from March 2, 2006 to 
February 28, 2010 and 
involved a change in circum¬ 
stances where the defendant 
did not declare she was 
living in the same household 
as David Bennett as a 
married couple. 

“She claimed income 
support since June 1998 and 
also claimed council tax and 
housing benefit. She said in 
interview she had separated 
from her husband, who was 
in full-time employment. 

Joint 

“She said they had not 
spoken for 14 years but they 
later reconciled.” 

Mr Bennett’s earnings 
were transferred into a joint 
bank account and some 
money was also transferred 
into her sole account, the 
court heard. 

Bennett received £21,600 
in overpaid income support 
from March 2006 to Febru¬ 
ary 2010 and £3,926 council 
tax benefit. 

Mr Jim Cooper, defending, 
entered guilty pleas on 
behalf of Bennett. The case 
was committed to Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on 
September 19. 


Nurse on charity trek 


A NURSE at Sandwell 
Hospital is embarking on a 
six-day trek up Africa’s 
highest mountain to raise 
money to help cancer 
patients. 

Toni Jones is aiming to 
raise thousands of pounds 
when she tackles Mount 
Kilimanjaro to support 
Macmillan Cancer Support.

Leisure 
facilities 
will be 
improved 

EXTRA floodlit artifi¬ 
cial pitches, more gym 
equipment and extra 
junior grass pitches will 
be created in Sandwell 
over the next nine years 
to improve the borough’s 
leisure provision. 

The borough council has 
approved consultants’ find¬ 
ings in the Sandwell Sport 
and Physical Activity Places 
Strategy 2010-2020. 

The report said provision 
needed to improve as partic¬ 
ipation in physical activity is 
well under the national 
average — 13.8 per cent of 
people compared to 22 per 
cent nationally - and many 
people live in deprived 
wards and are unlikely to 
pay for sport. 

Few 

The report said extra 
council-run facilites were 
needed. 

Findings included swim¬ 
ming provision across the 
borough’s nine pools “is sig¬ 
nificantly below” the 
national average, with many 
residents travelling to 
Walsall. 

Compared to national 
averages, there are too few 
synthetic turf pitches, dance 
studios, golf courses and 
badminton courts and there 
is a long waiting list for the 
council’s 42 allotment sites. 

Recommendations to be 
brought forward over the 
next nine years include four 
floodlit artificial pitches, 
extra equipment at gyms, 
extra junior grass pitches 
and opening school facilities 
to the public.

Lorry driver 
sent to jail 
over fatal 
M6 collision 


A GERMAN lorry 
driver who pulled out 
from the hard shoulder 
onto the M6 in Sandwell 
directly into the path of 
another lorry, killing the 
driver, has been jailed for 
eight months. 

Michael Luck was only 
travelling at 26mph when 
he pulled in front of Tassilo 
Wendele, who was going 
more than double that 
speed. Mr Wendele’s lorry 
smashed into the back of 
Luck’s, and he suffered fatal 
injuries. 

Luck, aged 40, admitted 
death by careless driving. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told last week the 
crash on May 29, 2009 hap¬ 
pened on the M6 near to 
junction nine at Wednes- 
bury. 

Mr Warren Stanier, pros¬ 
ecuting, said Luck had 
manoeuvred his lorry onto 
the northbound hard shoul¬ 
der to stop and reset a 
refrigeration system. 

“Also travelling north 
was Mr Wendele,” he said. 

“He had right of way. The 
defendant manoeuvred his 
lorry into the first lane that 
was directly into the path of 
Mr Wendele’s lorry.” 

Mr Stanier added Mr 


Wendele, who was aged 26 
and also from Germany, suf¬ 
fered multiple injuries and 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Luck was arrested at the 
scene and initially said he 
had been stuck in traffic and 
Mr Wendele had ploughed 
into the back of him. 

But CCTV images clearly 
showed him pulling out of 
the hard shoulder, in front 
of the victim’s vehicle. 

Mr Benjamin Nicholls, 
defending, said: “The victim 
had 150 metres to react to 
Mr Luck’s lorry. 

Careless 

“He did have the opportu¬ 
nity to move to another 
lane. My client did not hear 
the sound of any horn.” 

Judge John Warner told 
Luck: ‘You did not intend 
that anyone should be 
injured. 

“You were careless that 
night. 

“Whatever the sentence is 
that I pass, tragically a 
man’s life has been lost and 
you will have to live with 
that error of judgement on 
that night.” 

As well as sending him to 
jail for eight months, he also 
disqualified Luck from 
driving for two years.

Knee op promises 
a new lease of life 
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BIRMINGHAM METROPOLITAN COLLEGE! 

MAIN ENROLMENT! 


IT sounds like the stuff of sci-fi 
films but a revolutionary tech¬ 
nique to “grow” and transplant 
new tissue into knees of patients 
has made its way to the Black 
Country. 

The pioneering process can reverse 
damage to cartilage in knee joints and 
gives people left suffering agonising 
joint pain a new lease of life. 

Although the treatment will only be 
offered privately, from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Nuffield Hospital, the surgeon 
behind it believes it could become a 
future treatment on the NHS in 
decades to come. 

Mr Divya Prakash, aged 52, is one of 
only a handful of orthopaedic consult¬ 


ants capable of carrying out the trans¬ 
plant. 

It involves replacing healthy carti¬ 
lage grown from a sample of cells 
taken from a patient’s own knee and 
grown in a laboratory before being 
transplanted back into the knee. 

Future 

The £12,000 surgery is available 
now at the Nuffield Hospital and Mr 
Prakash, a consultant at Sandwell 
and West Birmingham NHS Trust, 
said it could become more widely 
available in the future. 

He said: “It does give people their 
life back. One patient I had was a 40- 
year-old woman who couldn’t walk 


half a mile - after the operation she 
went on to climb Mount Snowdon for 
Help for Heroes. 

“I certainly hope it will become 
available more widely and we will be 
able to treat more people.” 

The procedure, known as autolo¬ 
gous cartilage transplant, allows 
healthy cartilage to be grown from 
baby cells in a lab over four to six 
weeks. 

Then, in an open knee surgery, the 
new cartilage is grafted onto the 
damaged area and this then grows to 
form new cartilage. 

Patients are allowed to get up and 
about the same day and the graft takes 
approximately six weeks to settle.

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Woman 
in claim 
over job 

A WORKER who helped 
young people find accommo¬ 
dation complained she lost 
her job after turning up for 
work to discover the prem¬ 
ises had been vacated. 

Maureen Golding of 
Vernon Road, Oldbury, said 
she found out later that Con¬ 
cept Housing and Support 
was moving from Holly 
Road, Handsworth, where 
she had worked to Sandwell.

Golding £226 in unpaid 
wages, £172 holiday pay and 
£269 notice in lieu money. 

Authority 
gripes up 

COMPLAINTS and in¬ 
quiries to a watchdog about 
Sandwell Council have gone 
up. The Local Government 
Ombudsman received 176 
complaints in the year 
2010/2011 - 56 more than 
previous year. 

Education complaints 
rose from seven to 28, and 
those about benefits and 
public finance nine to 29. 
The council’s payments for 
settlements rose from 
£3,825 to £13,041. 


Pupils help construct lesson on 


how to be safe 

PUPILS from a West Bromwich primary 
school donned hard hats and protective 
clothing as part of a health and safety talk 
to educate them about the perils of con¬ 
struction sites. 

More than 60 children from Harvills 
Primary gathered in assembly to learn 
about potential hazards, hidden dangers 
and the accidents at a master-class given by 
Mansell Construction. 

It was organised by the contractor and 
housing and care organisation Midland 
Heart, which is developing a former indus¬ 
trial site in nearby Bagnall Street into 106 
affordable homes in an .£8 million scheme. 

Following the presentation, the pupils 
tested the speakers’knowledge in a round of 
quick fire questions about how accidents 


at building site 

take place, how many people work on the 
site and what personal protective equip¬ 
ment workers need to wear. 

Midland Heart project manager Wendy 
Brown said: “The children really enjoyed 
the hands-on approach and we are pleased 
that Mansell took up the challenge!” 

Earlier this year, the pupils created a new 
street name for the scheme, which is under 
consideration by Sandwell Council.

Developers propose housing 
plan for patch of derelict land 


New-look pub strolls down memory lane 


A £50,000 refit of a pub in 
homage to West Bromwich Albion’s 
humble beginnings has been fin¬ 
ished. 

The former New Hop Pole 
Courage has been transformed into 
The Strollers, on High Street in 
West Bromwich. 

The name comes from the 
Baggies’ beginnings as a team of 
workers from the George Salter 
Spring Works, who played out their 
first goalless draw against Hudson 
FC on November 20, 1878. 

The legend goes that the club’s 
then nickname of The Strollers was 
born from the fact neither side 
arrived for the match with a ball 
and the players had to walk to 
Wednesbury to find one. 

Licensee Neil Horton said: “We’re 
in the shadow of The Hawthorns 
and we want to make this a real 
home for Baggies fans.”

SCRUB land on the 
Sandwell border could 
become a housing devel¬ 
opment. 

The site, which is on the 
junction of Batmans Hill 
Road and Purdy Road on the 
border between Tipton, 
Moxley and Bilston has been 
earmarked for 10 homes. 

Dudley-based developer 
K&M Homes has applied to 
Sandwell Council for plan¬ 
ning permission. 

Six homes would face onto 
Purdy Road, the other four 
onto Batmans Hill Road. 

K&M chief Trevor Harper 
said the site was sur¬ 
rounded by housing and an 
industrial unit. 

“The site is reasonably 
level but it currently 
densely overgrown,” he said. 

“The proposed housing 
will reflect the present 
urban setting and proper¬ 
ties will be of similar design 


to new houses opposite.” 

The proposal is for eight 
three bedroom house and 
two with four bedrooms. 

The application has 
prompted concerns from 
residents over increased 
road congestion. 

Harold Grahams, aged 58, 
of Batmans Hill Road, said 
he broadly welcomed the 
development but feared 
parking problems. 

He said: “My concern 
would be about the extra 
cars that might bring 
parking congestion but it 
would be good to have the 
land developed. It is quite 
unsightly.” 

Mr Harper said: “Parking 
will be on the property 
frontages when possible 
with additional parking pro¬ 
vided within the rear court 
accessed from Purdy Road. 

“The rear courtyard will 
be maintained by the devel¬ 
oper.” 


£2m plan 
for better 
housing 

IMPROVEMENTS of £2 
million are set to be carried 
out on homes for disabled 
people in Sandwell. 

The council is planning on 
carrying out the work on 
dozens of major adaptations 
for people living in council 
homes. 

Sandwell Council’s fin¬ 
ance boss is being asked to 
approve money from the 
housing revenue account be 
released for the work. 

A report to the cabinet 
member for strategic re¬ 
sources, Councillor Steve 
Eling, states major adapta¬ 
tions, costing more than 
£1,000, used to be funded by 
the Supported Capital 
Expenditure budget. 

However, this was cut 
from this year’s allocation as 
part of the Government’s 
Spending Review. 

The report says the lack of 
funding is likely to only be a 
problem in 2011/12 as new 
funding guidance s will come 
into force.

New civic cars plan 
to cut running cost 


COSTS for running cars used by the 
Sandwell mayor and deputy mayor for civic 
duties could be halved with replacements, the 
authority’s chief says. 

The council was criticised after it was revealed 
chiefs were testing replacements for a Jaguar LWB 
XJ Series, used by the mayor for public duties, which 
cost £44,877, and Jaguar XJ Series, also used for 
civic duties, which cost £32,539. 

Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said no pur¬ 
chases would be made 
unless there are greater 
savings for taxpayers. 

He said: “We may not 
replace them but if we do, 
we’re looking for more eco¬ 
nomical cars and saving on 
fuel for a better deal for the 
taxpayer. 

“European procurement 
law says we have to test cars 
in the same range, so we 
have tested a BMW and a 
Mercedes and other saloon 
type cars as we must. 

“We have to have a 
mayoral car for the 
borough’s first citizen but we 
think we can halve the 
money spent.” 

The authority spent 
£460,358 on its fleet, which 
includes the Jaguars as well 
as Renault Kangoos. 

Last year £15,739 was 
spent on maintenance. 

There are also 23 Toyota 
Yaris models and three 
Renault Grand Espaces. 


Widower, 78, 
died after fall 

A WIDOWER from Wed- 
nesbury died after a fall in 
the toilet of Walsall’s Manor 
Hospital, an inquest heard. 
John Beckett, formerly of 
Rooth Street, suffered a sub¬ 
dural hematoma — a collec¬ 
tion of blood on the brain. 

The 78-year-old had been 
admitted on July 18 with 
suspected respiratory infec¬ 
tion. He had a history of 
falls. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain recorded last 
week that death was a com¬ 
bination of natural causes 
and an accident.

funds, including those giving grants to fund 
re-training, a return into education or to 
help pay bills and living expenses. 

We know that people are often reluctant 
to turn to charities or claim benefits - even 
when times are tough - but we hope people 
are able to see past the perceived stigma 
and access the help available. 

It isn’t just ‘vulnerable’ households who 
are being hit hard by the current economic 
climate, but families who never, ever 
expected to face financial difficulty are 
struggling to make ends meet too. 

I hope everyone takes note of today’s 
warning and prepares for all eventualities.

SOME things in football just aren’t meant to 
be. Albion beating Stoke is one of them, as Roy 
Hodgson has now discovered. 

If the Baggies couldn’t beat the Potters this time, 
in a game in which the visitors failed to carve out a 
single opportunity of note, Albion fans must wonder 
whether Scott Dobie’s 2003 winner will remain on 
their record books for ever. 

Albion were not at their best on Sunday. Yet still they 
were utterly dominant for the first 45 minutes and just 
about on top for the second against a Stoke side lacking 
ideas and energy 

And still the Baggies found a way to lose to their ulti¬ 
mate bogey side as new keeper Ben Foster became the 
latest victim of this bizarre Potters hoodoo. 

It is now eight years and counting since an Albion side 
tasted victory against Stoke thanks to a winner from Dobie 
that is growing in significance with each winless month 
passes. 

And if events continue to conspire against the 
Hawthorns side as they did again on Sunday in a depress¬ 
ing finale to an otherwise solid afternoon, it is hard to 
imagine how the Baggies will ever end the curse. 

Decent 

The winning goal was as inexplicable as it was embar¬ 
rassing for an Albion team who, for all their inability to 
fully extend Asmir Begovic in the visitors’ goal, looked the 
most likely scorers from first minute to last. 

They could, and probably should, have been a couple of 
goals clear at half-time after some neat play brought a 
series of decent openings and one fine chance that saw the 
confident Shane Long denied by Begovic in the Bosnian 
keeper’s only significant save of the afternoon. 

And even in the second half, when Stoke’s strong-arm 
tactics and excellent defending stifled the hosts’ creativity, 
Hodgson’s men were still never worse than on a par with 
Tony Pulis’s side on the balance of play. 

So when Foster dithered and failed to deal with 
Jonathan Walters’ optimistic clip forward in the 90th 
minute, allowing Ryan Shotton to nip in for the ultimate 
smash-and-grab winner, it was more than many Baggies 
fans could take. 

Within an hour of the final whistle the internet was 
buzzing to the disgruntlement of alarmist Baggies fans 
ready to sound the panic alarms with their side pointless 


from the opening three games of the season. Yet Hodgson 
will know the value of looking beyond the scorelines and 
retaining perspective as he embarks on what will surely be 
the longest of international breaks for those players and 
staff left behind. 

In matches against last season’s top two and their peren¬ 
nial bogey side, the Baggies have emerged with no points 
but with the knowledge that, for long spells, they domi¬ 
nated matches and created openings. 

In spite of three demoralising results, they have shown 
clear signs that last season’s end-of-season surge to safety 
was a sign of genuine encouragement for the future and not 
simply a flash in the pan. 

Deadlock 

That will be of cold comfort as supporters spend a fort¬ 
night staring at a league table with their side rooted near 
the foot. But it is the reality they and the team must cling 
to ahead of a series of huge matches to come. 

For 45 minutes only one side looked likely to break the 
deadlock, and it wasn’t a Potters team still mired in the 
same direct, rudimentary style that brought them to the 
Premier League despite countless summers of investment 


in players capable of much more. The unpredictable Somen 
Tchoyi carved out the best chance of the half with a jinking 
run and teasing cross for Long, whose fabulous darting run 
got him clear 10 yards out for a powerful header that was 
beaten away by Begovic. 

And the Cameroon forward also forced a couple of dan¬ 
gerous free-kicks which, delivered by Chris Brunt, flew 
inches away from his team-mates in the danger-zone. 

The inevitable fear at the interval was that the Baggies’ 
failure to turn dominance into goals would be punished 
after the break. 

Yet even an improvement by the Potters in the second 
period never looked likely to bring reward. 

Glenn Whelan bundled a shot wide in a rare Stoke attack 
but Albion still held sway and Tchoyi sent a volley inches 
wide from the edge of the box after Paul Scharner headed 
Steven Reid’s cross back to him. 

And then, in the final minute of normal time, Foster’s 
aberration presented the ball to the grateful Shotton, who 
could barely believe his luck as he raced clear and gave his 
side the victory that left Albion wondering if this night¬ 
mare will ever end.
